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REMARKS 

In this Response, Applicant has not amended, canceled 
or added any claims. Claims 4-7 and 12-18 remain pending. 

In the Office Action mailed January 30 , 2006 , the 
Examiner examined claims 1-3 f 8-11 and 19. However, in the 
Response to Restriction Requirement mailed October 3, 2005, 
Applicants elected Group II, claims 4-7 and 12-18. Accordingly, 
the wrong claims were examined -
